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Rare visitor drops in to take 
advantage of old apple tree 


IN A GARDEN near our house stands 
one old apple tree. Many people pass 
by and think, “What's that ugly old tree 
doing there? Why doesn’t anyone tidy 
up the garden and cut it down?” 

But I love that tree, and I’m not the only 
one. I’ll tell you why. 

Every year it produces beautiful apples 
that no-one gathers - most of them falling 
onto the ground below to rot - food for 
blackbirds, slugs and woodlice. Goldfinches 
often sit in its upper branches, and 
chaffinches use it as a song-post and have, I 
believe, built their nest there as have great 
tits, in its natural holes. 

Last Saturday I was gazing out of my 
window and noticed much activity in the tree 
- it was full of birds. There were a few 
starlings, and the odd redwing and blackbird, 
but I looked closer and noticed a pair of 
blackcaps too, as well as blue tits and great 
tits. The bark of the tree is gnarled, and parts 
of it are rotten. But this means that as well as 
offering delicious fruit for the birds, it is also

full of tasty insects, and has ideal holes for 
the tits to nest in. One day a great spotted 
woodpecker lurched in and spent a while 
carefully inspecting the nooks and crannies 
for grubs. 

But this year the tree has excelled itself. 
One of the starlings didn’t look quite right - 
too sleek, too grey. Then the penny dropped 
- ‘my’ tree had attracted a waxwing - a rare 
visitor from Scandinavia, chased south by 
even colder weather in northern Europe. So 
simultaneously, or very close in time, the 
elderly tree held: blackbird, blackcap, blue tit, 
fieldfare, great tit, redwing, song fhrush, 
starling, waxwing and wren. 

The next day the waxwing was back, with 
another, and the day after there were three. 
Exotic and proud-looking, they would happily 
feed on the apples, seemingly untroubled 
and unnoticed by people walking past. 

They have a routine - appearing each 
morning for a feed, then flying off, to appear 
again for another snack around tea time. 
Sometimes they utter a strange slurred 
whistling contact call, possibly indicating 
mild alarm. They are approachable, with 
care, and appear to be quite untroubled by 
people (maybe they don’t normally see 
many) though they are also watchful and 
alert - wary and disdainful, yet somehow 
quite tame - odd behaviour that suits their 
rather bizarre appearance. They remind me 
of small parrots. 

So, long live the old apple tree, and may 
this serve as a plea to gardeners not to 
worry if their garden looks untidy - nature 
likes it that way, and so do bird watchers. 


Getting help on to

You can start by pur¬ 
chasing as little as 25 per 
cent of a new build prop¬ 
erty and pay rent on the 
rest, and then have the 
option of buying a larger 
share when you can afford 
it. 

HomeBuy Direct instead 
offers an equity loan for up 
to 30 per cent of the value 
of certain newly-built 
properties.

repaid when you sell the 
property, but you’ll need a 
regular mortgage to buy 
the property.

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Professor hopes blog will help 
others with degenerative disease

S ITTING in his 
garden office - a 
wood-panelled 
room lined with 
books, family photos 
and mementoes from 
numerous trips 
abroad - Professor 
Mark Cato is in a 
buoyant mood. 

Pointing at his computer 
screen, he explains: “Today’s 
a red letter day! Look! My 
blog has just passed the 
200,000 hit mark. Can you 
believe it? And that’s only in 
nine months. I just find that 
staggering...” 

Mark’s blog, titled Dying 
to Live, charts his ongoing 
battle with Motor Neurone 
Disease (MND). It’s a battle 
the father-of-two will never 
win: he estimates that 50 
per cent of people 
diagnosed with MND die 
within 14 months; the other 
half live an average of two to 
five years. 

“I knew straight away I 
had a five-year death 
penalty,” he says. “They did 
say one in 10 people can go 
for 10 years, so I put my 
hand up and said ‘I’ll take 
that one!’ But I’m nearly 76; 
I’ve had a good run. I’d like 
another 20 years, of course, 
but I’m not going to get it.” 

A progressive 

neurodegenerative disease, 
MND attacks the motor 
neurones in the brain and 
spine - the nerves that send 
messages to the muscles.

Degeneration of those 
neurones leads to the 
weakness and wasting of 
muscles, causing loss of 
mobility and, eventually, 
difficulties with speech, 
swallowing and breathing. 
It’s a terminal illness. 

“I can’t pretend I was 
excited about having it,” 
continues Mark, 
“particularly when I read 
about all the awful things 
that are going to happen to 
me, about how I’m going to 
die, which is horrible. 

“When it hits the throat, 
that’s the ultimate finish. 
You can’t swallow, can’t 
speak, can’t breathe; you die 
of suffocation or drowning 
in fluid from your lungs. 

“Not that I’m afraid of 
dying: I have absolutely no 
fear of death. And I don’t 
believe in God. I just pray 
I’m right. If not, Peter will 
say ‘Sorry, chum, you didn’t 
believe in me - you can go 
to the other place’.” 

With that, Mark gives a 
hearty laugh, then takes a 
large sip of his favourite 
China tea. It’s served in a 
beaker, complete with a 
very long straw That’s the 
only way Mark can drink it: 
he lost the use of his hands 
to MND months ago. “The 
first hand went quite 
quickly; the other stayed a 
little longer,” he explains. 
“And it’s just unbelievable. It 


drives me crazy.” 

Even though Mark knows 
he’s fighting a losing battle, 
it’s clear he has no 
intention of giving up. The 
owner of an ingenious 
mind - over an incredibly 
colourful lifetime, he’s 
been crowned World 
Monopoly Champion (he 
was, jointly, the first ever, 
back in 1972) and devised 
an automated egg-boiling 
device, called the Perfegg 
Timer - Mark has come up 
with all kinds of nifty 
solutions to his physical 
problems. 

“This,” he says proudly, 
“is my smoking stick”, 
gesturing towards a 
wooden kitchen roll 
holder; it’s fitted with three 
metal clips, one, he 
explains, for each size of 
cigar he favours (the largest 
fits a Monte Cristo). As he 
demonstrates, once a lit 
cigar is snug in a clip, he 
can puff away hands-free. 

Other clever ideas 
include attaching key-rings 
to zips (making them 
easier to get hold of), 
sewing large loops to his 
underpants (so he can pull 
them up unaided) and 
replacing his trouser flies 
with velcro (again, so he 
can take them on and off 
himself). 

“I had some people here 
from Coventry University 
this week,” adds Mark. 
“They’ve taken away five of 
my designs and seemed 
pretty excited about a 


couple of them in 
particular. They aren’t just 
designed to help people 
with MND, you see. They 
could make a real 
difference to the elderly, 
people with arthritis ...” 

A law professor, who’s 
spent the last 10 years 
lecturing in China, Mark 
explains that’s why he 
started the blog - to help 
both himself and other 
people, “the sick, the 
terminally ill and the 
depressed”. 

“I had prostate cancer 10 
years ago, but that’s 
another story, which we’ll 
come on to,” he explains. “I 
decided then that I wanted 
to give something back; the 
way I see it, all my life I’ve 
been a taker. 

“My motto, as people 
who read the blog will see, 
is ‘caring through sharing’. 
It’s a diary, following me 
dying. But there is also a lot 
of humour in it - anecdotes 
and jokes. 

“If people can chuckle 
for five minutes, and 
realise that life maybe isn’t 
as bad as they think, well, 
that’s what it’s all about, 
really. That’s the reason I’m 
doing this interview.” 

Pointing out a pair of 
bulging ring-binders on the 
table, Mark explains they 
contain a copy of his 
autobiography written, not 
for publication, but for his 
family. It is, he admits, 
quite a story. 

“I have no real memories

of my life before the age 
of 16; it was not a happy 
childhood,” he says. 
Despite sitting university 
entrance exams aged just 
15, and getting a place, 
Mark explains his mother 
couldn’t afford to send 
him. Instead, he went to 
work for an architect, 
“like the original Colonel 
Blimp, with a shiny pate 
and bristling moustache”, 
and ended up training as 
a surveyor, achieving 
chartered status at 21. 

“I was an old man at 
21, really,” continues 
Mark, who was then sent 
to first Australia and then 
Arabia, before settling 
back in England with his 
wife, Alice. The couple, 
who live in the Saffron 
Walden area, have now 
been married for almost 
47 years and, as well as 
two children, have three 
grandchildren. 

It was while overseas, 
in the late 1970s, that 
Mark had a near-fatal 
accident. “I was playing 
polo against the British 
Army,” he recounts, 
taking another swig of 
tea. “I played off +2, 
which I believe was the 
same as Princes Philip 
and Charles. Anyway, this 
chap yelled forward, I 
galloped forward and he 
drove the ball 20 yards 
straight into the back of 
my neck. Turns out it 
smashed four vertebrae. 

“I didn’t fall off, I got 
my breath back and 
played on. It wasn’t until 
years later, when my left 
arm started tingling, and 
my right leg, that I knew 
anything was wrong.” 

Going to hospital for 
an X-ray, Mark, who was 
then running his own 
property company, was 
admitted on the spot: 
investigations showed 
that his neck was being 


held together by a 
frighteningly thin piece 
of bone (thinner than his 
drinking straw, Mark 
says). “They said my 
neck could have snapped 
at any moment,” he 
adds. “Eight weeks to the 
day I took the casing off 
and went to play 
squash.” 

Mark refutes the 
suggestion he has a 
‘gung-ho’ attitude to life. 
“I’ve just had a lot of 
fun,” he grins. “If I had to 
describe myself, I would 
say I’m 40 going on 35.1 
have a lot of good mates 
and we still go out and 
get a little bit drunk in 
London. In a way, you 
could say I’m living the 
childhood now I missed 
out on as a young man.” 

“I came back in a taxi 
the other day and, when 
I tried to get out, I 
couldn’t,” continues 
Mark. “I’d had a good 
lunch, I’ll admit that. But 
it happens to me 
sometimes: my legs are 
weakened by the MND. 
The driver just sat there, 
impassive, as if to say 
‘I’ve seen so many 
hopeless drunks before’.” 

Having always 
dreamed of being a 
lawyer, Mark decided to 
retrain in his 40s; at 59, 
he graduated from King’s 
College, London, with an 
MSc - and he’s been 
writing and lecturing on 
arbitration ever since. He 
visits China every year, 
where he is affiliated to 
two universities. 

Mark, who says Alice is 
an incredible source of 
support, goes on to say 
that his fight with cancer 
is also documented on 
his website, www.dmark 
cato.com 

After a radical 
prostectomy, which left 
him totally incontinent, 


with one of his inventions, the 

628842/628838 

he was declared in 
remission. But he’s been 
dealing with the after¬ 
effects of the surgery ever 
since; among other 
things, he now has an 
implant in his scrotum 
which allows him to 
control his urinary tract. 

“Everything about my 
life is undignified now,” 
he says. 

Always very sporty, 
Mark says he was super- 
fit when he was 
diagnosed with MND, in 
April 2008. “I was going 
to the gym three times a 
week and burning 1,000 
calories a time,” he says. 

“I noticed my left hand 
was dragging a bit... I 
went for a check-up, got 
referred and was 
diagnosed with MND. 

“Don’t think I’m happy 
about it: I’m not. I do get 
a bit low from time to 
time, though not often. 
I’m always busy: I still 
come into this office 
every day and do a day’s 
work.” 

With the issue of 
assisted suicide very 
much in the news, Mark 
says he has thought a lot 
about it. “When I get 
anywhere near that stage, 
when it gets to my throat, 
I’m going to have a 
couple of bottles of 
Bollinger, soft music, my 
family around me, the 
old photos out, and I’m 
going to slip away, while I 
can still do it myself,” he 
says. 

“I believe we all have 
the right over our own 
body. Even from what 
you’ve seen of me, what 
do you think would be 
the point of me lying 
there, a total vegetable, 
unable to speak or move 
or swallow? It just isn’t 
me, is it?” 

Until then, Mark is 
determined to live his life 
as fully as possible - and 
to have as much fun as 
time will allow. He also 
intends to keep penning 
his blog, which he writes 
on a voice-activated 
computer. 

“As I said, I hope 
reading it will make some 
people smile,” adds 
Mark. “Then I will feel 
I’ve done a good job. I 
hope people will realise 
you can overcome 
adversity and still have 
some fun out of life.”

Ghostly trail 
leads to a 
spine-tingler 


THE classic theatre thriller, 
with a reputation for spine- 
tingling intensity, is preparing 
to work its wonders on 
Cambridge audiences this 
week. 

The Woman in Black, adapted by 
Stephen Mallatratt from the novel by 
Susan Hill, has been creating a stir 
among critics for more than 20 years 
and has been seen by seven million 
people since it first came to the 
stage at the Theatre-By-The-Sea in 
Scarborough in 1987. 

It opened in the West End in 1989 
and has been a major audience- 
puller ever since. 

It is now a major hit in the US, 
South America and Japan too. 

The play tells the story of a lawyer 
who, obsessed with a curse that he 
believes has been cast over him and 
his family by the spectre of a 
‘woman in black’, engages a 
sceptical young actor to help him tell 
his terrifying story and exorcise his 
fear.

as the borders between make- 
believe and reality begin to blur...

The production is directed by 
Robin Herford and stars Robert 
Demeger, who will be returning to 
the role of Arthur Kipps. He is joined 
by Peter Bramhill.

Before the show, a guided ghost 
walk will take participants on a 
ghostly tour around Cambridge’s 
dark side streets and ancient 
locations where ghostly sightings 
have been reported.

The big film 


FROM PARIS WITH LOVE (15,92 
mins) Thriller. John Travolta, 
Jonathan Rhys Meyers, Kasia 
Smutniak, Amber Rose Revah, 
Richard Durden. 

Director: Pierre Morel. 

PARIS: The city of romantic 
overtures, fine cuisine, sartorial 
elegance, and crunching cars 
chases along the Avenue des 
Champs-Elysees. 

Director Pierre Morel returns to 
the scene of previous cinematic 
crimes for this explosive tour of 
the capital in the company of two 
mismatched American agents on 
a quest to dismantle a terrorist 
cell. 

Morel’s last film, Taken, at least 
had the good sense to cast Liam 
Neeson, an actor with gravitas, in 
the underwritten lead role of a 
father seeking justice. 

Here, he’s lumbered with the 
handsome yet inexpressive 
Jonathan Rhys Meyers, and John 
Travolta, an actor who has never 
been on speaking terms with 
subtlety and nuance. 

Ironically, it is Travolta’s 
voracious scenery-chewing and 
wide-eyed ravings which turn out 
to be the guilty pleasure of From 



Paris With Love, an otherwise 
dumb action adventure that 
clumsily pilfers scenes from the 
Bourne trilogy. 

Cast as a renegade US operative 
with a twitchy trigger finger, the 
Oscar-nominated star of Saturday 
Night Fever and Pulp Fiction is the 
one member of cast to treat Adi 
Hasak’s script with the disdain it 
deserves. 

And, in a cute nod to former 
glories, his remarkably athletic 
agent also gets to share his love 
of the local gastronomic delights. 
“Here, the locals call my vice a 
Royale with cheese,” he grins, 
barely resisting an urge to wink 
playfully at the camera. 
Government agent James Reese 
(Meyers) is desperate to impress 
the powers that be, and graduate 
from his current position as an 


ambassadorial aide. He gets his 
chance when he is asked to help 
Charlie Wax (Travolta) pass 
through Parisian customs and 
complete his secret peace 
mission. 

Unexpectedly partnered with a 
fast-talking stranger who turns 
out to be a gun-toting lunatic, 
James struggles to understand 
what his role in the mission might 
be as Charlie shoots anyone and 
everyone in his path. 

In the process, James acquires a 
vase full of cocaine and an 
incredibly tall tale to impart to his 
doting, seamstress girlfriend, 
Carolina (Smutniak). 

From Paris With Love is nonsense 
from lacklustre start to 
pyrotechnic-laden finish, and 
hinges weakly on the non-existent 
chemistry between the two male 
leads. 

Buddy movies demand sharp 
comic timing and a clearly defied 
narrative arc for the characters 
from distrust and irritation to 
mutual admiration. 

Morel’s film has none of these 
qualities, leaving Travolta to blast 
each location to smithereens as a 
spectacularly wooden Rhys 
Meyers pouts in the background.

Don’t leave it too late to 
buy your summer bulbs 


T he first daffodils may 
barely be out, but 
already you should 
be thinking towards 
buying your summer¬ 
flowering bulbs for a riot 
of colour which will last 
you through the warmer 
months. 

Planting summer-flowering 
bulbs, such as lilies and gladioli, 
can provide dramatic effects in 
summer, as they provide height, 
structure, colour and often 
fragrance all in one go. 

Summer-flowering bulbs need 
a bit more care than spring 
ones. Lilies should be planted in 
early spring before the bulbs dry 
out, while dahlias, cannas and 
begonias are better started off in 
pots indoors, and then put out 
when all danger of frost has 
passed. 

Anyone who likes begonias 
should be scouring the garden 
centres now for new varieties. 
There are some amazing, 
unusual varieties, including B 
boliviensis, which looks more 
exotic than a traditional 
begonia. Its slender, fluted 
reddish orange flowers look 
great hanging from a compact

bush and contrasting well with 
the medium green, serrated 
foliage. 

You can fill a pot or hanging 
basket with just one plant, and 
they do best in humus-rich, 
free-draining soil in sun, or 
partial shade. Take them inside 
and store them in a frost-free 
place over the winter. 

Sow seeds of B. boliviensis 
now, or wait for the pot-ready 
plants to become available from 
around April. 

If you’re thinking about late 
summer, Crocosmia ‘Lucifer’ 
has been crowned 2010 Summer 
Bulb of the Year by industry 
professionals. 

Crocosmia grow very upright 
and to a height of about one 
metre, producing clumps of 
dense iris-like foliage along 
bronze green arching stems. 


Different bulbs need different 
soil types, but summer bulbs 
generally like a warm, sunny 
position. Free-draining soil is 
important as bulbs are 
susceptible to rotting. 

Hardy summer bulbs which 
don’t need lifting, such as 
alliums and crocosmia, are 
better off planted in the 
autumn, while more tender 
types such as gladioli, dahlias, 
cannas and callas, are started off 
in spring. 

The Royal Horticultural 
Society offers the following tips 
for successful bulb-growing in 
containers: 

■ For bulbs that are only going 
to spend one season in their 
container, use a mix of three 
parts multi-purpose compost 
with one part grit. For long-term 
container displays, use three 
parts John Innes No 2 compost 
mixed with one part grit. 

■ Plant at three times their 
depth and one bulb width apart. 

■ Water the bulbs regularly 
when in active growth, but you 
can reduce watering once the 
leaves start to die down and 
then through the dormant 
season. However, continue to 
check pots in winter, ensuring 
they do not dry out completely. 


■ To promote good flowering 
next year, feed the bulbs every 
seven to 10 days with a high- 
potassium fertiliser, such as a 
liquid tomato feed. 

Begin feeding as soon as shoots 
appear, and stop feeding once 
the foliage starts to die down at 
the end of the season. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Crocus 

These pretty pint-sized bulbs 
with goblet-shaped flowers 
bring a burst of colour to the 
garden in spring in shades 
varying from white and cream to 
yellow, pink and purple. 

They look very effective in 
drifts at the front of a mixed or 
herbaceous border, naturalised 
in grass or in a rock garden. 

Spring-flowering varieties 
should be planted in the 
autumn and autumn-flowering 
ones in late summer. 

Most prefer gritty, well- 
drained soil in full sun. Good 
varieties for naturalising include 
C. tommasinianus f. albus, a 
pure white variety, C. 
chrysanthus ‘E.A. Bowles’, a 
lemon-yellow type, and the 
glossy violet Dutch crocus C. 
vernus ‘Remembrance’.

Honda’s 3R-C makes debut 


THE Honda 3R-C, a 
revolutionary one-person 
battery electric vehicle 
concept, will make its world 
debut in Geneva alongside 
the EV-N concept, to be dis¬ 
played for the first time in 
Europe. 

Both the three-wheeled 
3R-C concept, which 
envisions a single occupant 
vehicle for zero emission 
commuting, and the EV-N 
urban concept, draw on 
Honda’s vast working 
knowledge of vehicles 
utilising electric motors. 

The 3R-C, a battery 
electric vehicle concept, 
shows what a future 
minimal urban transport 
vehicle for one person 
might look like. The battery 
electric drivetrain is 
mounted low in the three¬ 
wheeled chassis, keeping 


the centre of gravity low 
and improving stability. 

The 3R-C has a clear 
canopy that covers the 
driver’s seat while it is 
parked and not in use. When 
the vehicle is in motion, the 
canopy becomes an 
enveloping wind-shield that 
provides the pilot, who sits 
low in the vehicle, with 
significant protection from 
the bodywork and doors. 

The high sides of the 
safety shell seat give greater 
safety to the occupant, 
reducing the threat from 
side impacts and improving 
weather protection. In front 
of the driver is a lockable 
boot area. The 3R-C’s 
designers created a flexible 
cover that surrounds the 
upper torso to reduce 
exposure to bad weather 
and improve comfort.
